of August 6, some of them will start coming in. This 
year 4138 boys and girls will go to the ten off- reser¬ 
vation schools. 

The area principals will send notices to the schools, 
traders, and missionaries. He will tell them when child¬ 
ren should come in for each school. Everyone who wants 
to go away to school can ask these people when to come 
in. Each child will have an X-ray before he goes to 
school. 

The students going to Chemawa will go on a train. 
All the others will go by Greyhound bus. This year the 
ones going to Intermountain will be the first to leave. 

The children eat a meal at the schools. Just before 
they leave on the buses. They eat their other meals in 
cafes on the way. 

Last year 12,730 Navajo children were in school. 
Some were in off-reservation schools. Some were in 
reservation schools. Some were in mission schools. And 
some were in public schools. 1118 were in mission 
schools and 1728 were in public schools. 22 children 
were in the deaf and blind schools of New Mexico and 
Arizona. These state schools are paid by Indian Service 
to train and take care of these children. 

Last year we had 631 more pupils in school than 
were in school the year before.

SPECIAL NAVAJO GRADUATES FIND JOBS 

Five years ago, 291 boys and girls went to Sherman 
to go to school. Many of them had never been to school. 
All were between the ages of 12 and 18. 

Each summer since 1946, many of the older boys 
and girls found they had enough English to get jobs 
and did not go back to school. Some have married. A 
few are in hospitals. Some of the younger ones have

gone to other schools and are taking high school work. 

The first three years af school, the students spent 
most of their time learning to speak, read, write and 
think in English. They learned many other thing they 
would need to know. 

The fourth year, they were in the vocational work one 
half of the day. The fifth year, they spent of the 
day in vocational work. Most of them went away from 
school for a short time and worked on jobs. This was 
part of their education. They were paid for their work. 

In May, 101 finished their five years. Jobs had been 
found for all of them. Four wanted to come home. 97 
took jobs in California. They are doing many kinds of 
work. The boys get $.75 to$1.40 an hour. The girls get 
from $60 to $100 a month. 

Next year, many more boys and girls will finish their 
five years at the off-reservation schools.

United Nations' planes are 
bombing the Red supply lines and bases in North Korea. 

At the end of World War II Korea was divided in two 
parts. North Korea became communistic while South 
Korea clid not. On June 25, 1950, North Korean troops 
crossed the dividing line. This started the war that 
brought the United Nations in to help South Korea. In 
November 1950, Red China sent troops to help the 
North Koreans. 

If a cease fire can be arranged, then plans can be 
started for peace.

SHIPROCK DORMITORY BURNS 

One of the new dormitories at Ehe SViiprock Boarding 
School burned, May 2, 1951. The fire was discovered at 
four o'clock in the afternoon. 

One of the men who worked in the building was 
heating floor wax on a stove. The wax became too hot 
and began to burn. The man tried to take the wax off 
the stove. He dropped it and that caused the fire. 

This fire is a great loss in money. Fewer children can 
go to school at. Shiprock next fall. 

The tribal council members and Navajo Servic^ 
personnel have been studying different wayi of prevent¬ 
ing fires. 

Members of Navajo Tribal Council and other Navajo 
Service personnel attending the summer school at Inter 
Mountain saw a demonstration of combating fire with 
the "Sprinkler System" which was conducted by the 
Inter Mountain Indian School Fire Department. Thursday, 
June*14. 

High pressure pipes run through all the buildings up 
near the ceilings with heads on these pipes about every 
ten feet. When a fire breaks out anywhere in the build¬ 
ing one of these heads will break at a temperature of 
160 degrees and sprays water over immediate area. If 
the fire spreads another head will break and it turns 
its sprayers on. When the water starts moving through 
these high pressure pipes it will automatically trip the 
alarm which is located in every building. This again 
automatically turns on the alarm at the fire station. 
There it tells the Fire Chief the exact location of thi 
fire. The Fire Chief blows the fire whistle. The number of 
blasts tells the rest of the firemen where the fire is and 
they all get there as quickly as they can to put the fire 
out. 

There are fire doors throughout the corridors. These 
doors automatically close when the room reaches certain 
temperature to cut off the draft and keep the fire from 
spreading fast. 

-These automatic devices keep the fire under control 
until the firemen arrive to clean up the fire. Then the 
firemen put new heads on the sprinklers after they put 
the fire out.

FACT FROM THE BRANCHES 

Medical 

Plans are being made to examine about 4,200 Navajo 
children going to off-reservation schools. We are expect¬ 
ing to use three Indian Service mobile X-ray units and 
one from New Mexico and one from Arizona. We hope 
to have these units operating at Tuba City, Chinle, Fort 
Defiance, Fort Wingate, and Shiprock. 

We have asked clearance, from the Office of Indiqn 
Affairs, to X-ray all the people in these areas. The 
time is August 15 to September 15. 

Efforts are being made to place a number of Navajo 
Hopi area tuberculous patients in the Indian Service 
sanatoria off the reservation. 

Placement 

From January 1st to June 1st of this year, 6,425 
Na\iajos left the reservation to work on the railroads. 

Between nine and ten thousand Navajos were work¬ 
ing away from the reservation in the month of June, 
Members of the placement staff visited workers at the 
Deseret Chemical Center and Tooele Ordnance Depot 
in Utah. Military and civilian authorities were well 
pleased with the work of the Navajos. They want to 
employ more of them. Their plans are to have more 
houses for Navajo families. 

There are now 77 trainees enrolled in on the job 
training here on the reservation. Most of them are work¬ 
ing with the roads division. Job training will start in 
July at Shiprock and on the Hopi reservation. 

There will be an in-service training conference for 
the Welfare, Placement and the Job Training groups 
the first week in August. The meeting will be at Fort 
Wingate. 

Employers who want to use Navajo labor will be there 
the last two days of the meeting. They will tell us how 
many workers they will need for fall and winter. They 
will discuss with us the problems of housing, health 
and general living conditions of the Navajo workers off 
the reservation.

INFORMATION FOR PARENTS OF CHILDREN GOING 
TO OFF-RESERVATION SCHOOLS 

When filling out application blanks, give two or more 
choices in case first choice school is over crowded. This 
is only for the ones enrolling for the first time. The 


children who were in school last year will have their 
places. 

The one who signs the application gives authority to 
Administer medical aid, including surgery when neces¬ 
sary. This is necessary because sometimes a child needs 
aid and there is not time to locate the parents back on 
the reservation. 

Pupils who attended a mission school last year may 
not enroll in an off-reservation school unless he has the 
consent of the head of the mission to transfer. 

There will be no Christmas vacation at off-reservation 
schools. Pupils will come home in the spring. Some may 
stay at school during the summer and work if their 
parents give them their eonsetit. 

The parents who want their children to have religious 
instruction should tell what church they prefer.

THOREAU SCHOOL TO OPEN 

When the Thoreau School opens, it will be a board¬ 
ing school. Plans are being made to build dormitories 
for the children, a heating plant and quarters for the 
employees. The school building will be repaired. The 
state of New Mexico once used the school building for 
a public school. But for the last few years the state has 
used its own building which is a two teacher school. 

It is planned to have 120 students in the Navajo 
Service school. The date for starting the buildings has 
not yet been set.

FOREST FIRES BURN IN NEW MEXICO 

One big forest fire was reported north of Toadlena 
in July on the Navajo Reservation. Three hundred men 
were trying to put it out. Two more small ones were 
also reported on the reservation. 

Three big fires burned many thousand acres of timber 
in three parts of New Mexico. Fire fighters fought these 
fires for several days before they were controlled. 

The forests are very dry this year because of two 
years of drouth. 

The Forest Service has said no one could go picnick¬ 
ing or camping in the national forests. Mr. Allan G. 
Harper, Area Director has said there will be no recre¬ 
ational activities in the forests on the reservation until 
further notice. Everyone is urged not to drop lighted 
cirgarettes or matches. With the forests dry, fires can 
be started easily and spread quickly.
